The chairs 
when not in use are stored in small rooms located 
under the gymnasium balcony seats — see fig. 4. It 
will be noted, there is a wall about 12 feet high 
which extends entirely around the boys' gymnasium, 
the stationary seats being located back of and above 
this wall. 

This opening is 83 feet wide and is closed by 20 
doors, each 24 feet high, 4 feet 2 inches wide and 3 
inches thick. The hardware on which these parti- 
tion doors operate, is R-W FoldeR-Way No. 535 
Partition Door Hardware. 

John ^ Archibold Armstrong^ of Chicago, and 
Warner; McCornack of Cleveland are the architects 
who designed the building. Strandberg Bros. Com- 
pany are the general contractors.
